On the evening of June 17, 2015 Dylann Roof 
walked into limanuel African Methodist Episcopal 
Church in downtown Charleston, South Carolina 
where he sat in on a small prayer meeting for more 
than an hour before brandishing a firearm and fatally 
shooting nine people. 

Sylvia Johnson told NBC News a survivor of the 
mass killing had told her Roof said he “had to” keep 
shooting, as another churchgoer attempted to talk 
him out of firing his weapon while he reloaded. 

“He just said, ‘1 have to do it,’ she said. ‘You rape 
our women, and you’re taking over our country, and 
you have to go,’ she said.” 

Roof fled the church in his Hyundai sedan - with 
Confederate flag license plates... 

The media went in two directions. Fox News said 
that it was an attack on Christianity while the rest of 
mainstream media attacked the Confederate flag. 

It just so happens that one of the victims was a sena¬ 
tor who had to walk into a building everyday that 


was topped by the Confederate flag. 

While listening to the media coverage the Allen 
Iverson rant immediately came to mind - 

“If I can't practice, I can't practice man. If I'm 
hurt. I'm hurt. I mean ... simple as that. It ain't 
about that... I mean it's... It's not about that... At 
all. You know what I'm saying I mean... But 
it's...it's easy ... to, to talk about... It's easy to 
sum it up when you're just talking about prac¬ 
tice. We're sitting in here, and I'm supposed to be 
the franchise player, and we in here talking 
about praetice. I mean, listen, we're talking about 
practice, not a game, not a game, not a game, we 
talking about practice. Nut a game. Not, not... 
Not the game that I go out there and die for and 
play every game like it's my last. Not the game, 
but we're talking about practice, man. I mean, 
how' silly is that?” 

To put that in perspective, there were nine people 
dead and while reloading the shooter claimed that 

-► 






“He had to” because African Americans were taking 
over the country and raping white women and we’re 
talking about a flag? There are nine people dead 
that weren’t armed, weren’t out in the streets, they 
were killed while worshipping in church and we’re 
talking about a flag? 

And Fox News calling in an attack it an attack on 
faith, a line that was echoed by a number of republi¬ 
cans, was cruelly irresponsible. 

Here’s what we know about Dylann Roof... 

• Dylann Storm Roof confessed to killing nine 
people at a historic black church in Charleston 
because he hoped it would start a “race war.” 

• Roof created a website this year called the Last 
Rhodesian, a reference to the white-ruled Afri¬ 
can country, which fought a bitter civil war 
against black majority rule before it became 
Zimbabwe. 



• Roof wore a Jacket with the flags of Rhodesia 
and apartheid-era South Africa on the breast. 

• Roofs website features a manifesto where Roof 
wrote he was radicalized via the Internet follow¬ 
ing the Trayvon Martin case. Roof wrote he re¬ 
searched "black on white violence," which took 
him to the website of South Carolina-based hate 
group the Council of Conservative Citizens 
(formerly the White Citizens' Council) where he 
wrote “Niggers are stupid and violent.” 


• Roof said “I chose Charleston because it is most 
historic city in my state, and at one time had the 
highest ratio of blacks to Whites in the country,” 
he wrote. “We have no skinheads, no real KKK, 
no one doing anything but talking on the inter¬ 
net. Well someone has to have the bravery to 
take it to the real world, and 1 guess that has to 
be me.” 

• On February 28, Roof was arrested for drug pos¬ 
session at a mall in Columbia, where he was 
searched by officers after storekeepers com¬ 
plained that he was acting unusually and asking 
questions about opening hours and the number 
of staff on the premises. The Wall Street Journal 
reports a police incident document said Roof 
was found to have strips of Suboxone, a pain 
drug sometimes used to treat opiate addiction. 

He did not have a prescription for the drug, 
which is commonly sold illegally on the street. 
Roof was banned from the mall for one year and 
was out on bond waiting for the courts to pro¬ 
cess his felony drug-possession charges when he 
was arrested in the parking lot of the same mall 
two months later. 

• Roof was charged with trespassing on April 26 
in violation of his ban from the mall. Roof was 
found guilty a month later and fined $262.50. 

Roof wrote in his Manifesto - 

• “The event that truly awakened me was the 
Trayvon Martin case. 1 kept hearing and seeing 
his name, and eventually 1 decided to look him 
up. I read the Wikipedia article and right away I 
was unable to understand what the big deal was. 
It was obvious that Zimmerman was in the right. 
But more importantly this prompted me to type 
in the words ‘black on White crime’ into 
Google, and I have never been the same since 
that day.” 

• “Segregation was not a bad thing. It was a defen¬ 
sive measure. Segregation did not exist to hold 
back negroes.” 











• “Black people view everything through a racial 
lens. That’s what racial awareness is, its viewing 
everything that happens through a racial lens. 
They are always thinking about the fact that they 
are black. This is part of the reason they get of¬ 
fended so easily, and think that some thing are 
intended to be racist towards them, even when a 
White person wouldn’t be thinking about race.” 

• “Anyone who thinks that White and black peo¬ 
ple look as different as we do on the outside, but 
are somehow magically the same on the inside, 
is delusional. How could our faces, skin, hair, 
and body structure all be different, but our brains 
be exactly the same? This is the nonsense we are 
led to believe,” he writes. “Negroes have lower 
Iqs, lower impulse control, and higher testos¬ 
terone levels in generals. These three things 
alone are a recipe for violent behavior. If a sci¬ 
entist publishes a paper on the differences be¬ 
tween the races in Western Europe or Ameri¬ 
cans, he can expect to lose his job.” 

And we’re talking about a flag. 

Once again, the media and politicians, for the most 
part, have missed an opportunity to talk about some¬ 
thing of substance regarding the sickness’ that 
plague this country. 

Take a look at this photo... 



Which is more disturbing - the Confederate flag in 
his hand or the 9mm in his other? 


Which one of the two did he use to kill nine people? 

Yet, we were not talking about the fact that a men¬ 
tally questionable person with a criminal record has 
possession of a deadly firearm. 


This doesn’t make anyone dangerous... 



What Rush Limbaugh mentioned during his radio 
show made a really good point (yep, I said it) about 
this last picture. Next we will be attacking 
Seagram’s and Budweiser! 

What we’re not talking about is the fact that Roof 
purchased the gun he used in the murders on April 
I Ith, a month and a half AFTER he was arrested for 
drug possession. 

We’re also not talking about the fact that during the 
murders he mentioned that Blacks were “taking over 
the country,” a battle cry that was brought to the na¬ 
tional stage by the Tea Party shortly after the inau¬ 
guration of the nation’s first African-American pres¬ 
ident. You want to talk about a symbol, how about
